Last year various members of America’s 
“Four Hundred ” made up their minds 
that, if Franklin Delano Roosevelt was 
re-elected this month, they would pack up 
their things and guit, ey figured it 
out that Franklin’s reliet schemes were 
going to break them—for, they said, in 
order to carry those schemes to fruition, 
he would be 
money, or most of it, in taxes. 

Now that Roosevelt has won his elec- 
tion, I sup , the exodus will start im- 
mediately. But 1 wonder if the quitters 
will be allowed to take their fortunes out 
of America with them. 

Perhaps, some of. them will come to Ire- 
land. I have heard of quite a number of 
Americans who are anxious to spend at 
least six months of the year here in Ire- 
land. ‘Their wealth would be of real use 
to the farmer, but our taxing masters are 
as difficult to cope with as President 
Roosevelt, so I suppose. these expatriated 
Americans will have to be content with 
a home in the Avenue du Bois de 
Boulogne, or a place in Leicestershire or 
Scotland. 

But I hope, for America’s sake, that her 
rich and leisured classes. will remair 
there ; for I believe, with Arthur Griffith, 
that an aristocracy, however many its 
faults, is necessary to a country. 


Home from Sea 


I am grieved to learn that my old 
friend, Captain Foster, of the Irish Coast 
Life-saving Service, ‘nas died. I had lost 
touch with him since a memorable day, 
about four years ago, when in my presence 
he destroyed an exttaordinary “ log” 
which he had composed in the course of a 
Jenethy voyage during the ‘eighties. He 
read me some extracts from that log ; and 
to this day I repent that I lacked the 
courage to prevent him from déstroying it. 

A remarkable person he was. From his 
early years he had followed the sea: 
starting as a fishermar’s boy, and rising, 
as men did by hard work and ability in 
those days, to command his own ship. He 
served on the Atlantic packet-boats out of 
Liverpool at a time when the tough mates 
—we know of them now from Conrad and 
Clark Russell and Frank Bullen and 
Morley—made a seaman’s life a hard one. 
What exactly a ‘‘ Sou’ Spainer’”’ is I do 
not know. But that it is semething 
important in seamen’s eyes I have 
gathered from the admiring tones of those 
who told me that Captain Foster had been 
one. 

There can be hardly a port in the seven 
seas that he did not visit at one time or 
another. Nor have there been many 
people whom he honoured with his con- 
fidences about his innumerable experi- 
ences, and I take pride in the fact that ] 
was one of them. 

But many people who never knew him 
in the flesh have known him as “ Captain 
Potts”? of Mr. Denis Johnston’s play, 
“The Moon in the Yellow River,” and, 
as often as I see that admirable play, hi: 
image will come before me again.

Pitlar- Boxes 


The Oxonians who have been protestin: 
that scarlet pillar-boxes clash with th 
greenery and mellow greyness of Oxford 
cannot ever have tried to find a green wall 
box on a dark night. Have you ever 
passed along a strange suburb in search 
of a pillar- or wall-box, even in daylight? 

It may have been patriotic to paint these 
things green, but it was not kind. Every- 


obliged to take all their 


thing appertaining to the old pillar-box 
was t out carefully on utilitarian 
lines, and the conclusions of their de- 
signers should have been respected. 

The pillar-box is circular so that letters 
should not cling in the corners and be 
overlooked by the groping hand of the 

tman. They are painted red so that 
they should be easily visible—the brightest 
possible red. They have a domed top to 
allow the rain to pour freely from them. 
The base is black to show mud-splashes as 
little as may be. The lip is given a little 
pent-roof to keep the rain from entering 
the interior. here they are large they 
are oval, not circular, to occupy less of 
the width of pavements. The little en- 
tablature about the rim is the only non 
functional element in the entire design. 

I had almost rather our pillar-boxes 
were painted green, white and yellow than 
that they should be camouflaged so success- 
fully from the eye by this secretive dark 
green !

E would be churlish to deny that there 
are many good points about Herr 
Hitler's Germany. Outwardly, at any 
rate, the country, if not prosperous, seems 
to be exceedingly active. The apathy that 
was so manifest in the Germany of a few 
years back has disappeared, and one senses 
a feeling of, at least, temporary security. 
which was notably absent then. Part of 
the Nazi philosophy is to keep the people 
busy. The result is that everybody is 
working, and working like grim death. 
When the Nazis took over power in 1933 
there were some six million unemployed 
in the country. Now there are only little 
more than one million, and, according to 
the party agents, the number is being 
reduced every week. It is true that the 
workers are not getting much money. They 
have to be content with wages at which the 
humblest Irish worker would turn up his 
nose ; but Herr Hitler takes the view that 
it is better to have a large number of 
people drawing small money than to have 
a smaller number drawing big money, and 
he and his propagandists have managed to 
convince millions of their fellow-country- 
men that almost anything is better than 
to be on the dole. 


Building Up 


“ Adolf Hitler Baut Auf!’ Hitler is 
building up. This slogan one sees every- 
where, and there is no doubt that it is 
true. Wherever you go in Germany—in 
the cities, in the towms, even in the depth 
of the country—you will find extensive 
building operations in progress. Germany 
even before the War was a good-looking 
country, with fine public buildings and all 
that sort of thing. Now it is infinitely 
better-looking. During the period when 
the German Government and muni- 
cipalities were borrowing money from the 
United States in almost unlimited amounts 
many of the cities were virtually rebuilt ; 
and now, without the aid of foreign loans, 
Hitler is continuing the process at an 
increased tempo. All Bavaria gives the 
visitor the impression that it was built 
last year, All over the place you see new 
buildings, railway stations, hospitals, 
municipal offices and the like, and they 
are being built in double quick time. 

Take the case of Berlin. I was there 
last autumn when the big disaster 
occurred on the portion of the Under- 
ground Railway that was being con- 
structed in the Unter den Linden. The 
thing was only in its infancy then, and 
half of the Linden, from the Friedrich- 
strasse up to the Brandenburger Tor, was 
piled up thirty feet high with earth from 
the excavations. The whole work now 
has been completed.. Every trace of un- 
tidiness has been removed, and right down 
the Linden have been erected twin lines 
of new electric. lights, giving it a bril- 
liance at nights that makes it comparable 
with the Champs Elysees. Then ther> is 
the new building that belongs to the Air 
Ministry. When I was in Berlin last year 
there was no such thing as an Air 
Ministry ; for Germany officially had no 
Air Force. It was described as the 
Ministry for Air Sport, or something 
equally euphemistic. Furthermore, the 
building was only being started. Now it 
is complete, with its three thousand 
spacious offices, having arisen like one of 
Aladdin’s palaces in an incredibly short 
space of time. 


New Motor Roads 


These and many other similar achieve. 
ments must be written down to the credit 
of the Nazi Government. Certainly no 
time has been lost. On most building 
operations which I saw in progress work 
goes on continuously. Men are at work 
during the night as well as during the 
day, and there is no such thing as ca’ing 
canny in the new Germany. Every man 
works as if his life depended on his job, 
and, as it probably does, one has an ex- 
planation of the artisans’ unusual zeal. 
Very large numbers of men are at work 
on the new motor roads, which are among 
Herr Hitler’s most notable innovations. 
These roads are incomparably the best in 
Europe, if not in the world. They are 
almost dead straight, avoiding the cities 
and towns, and when they are finished 
they will run right through Germany. It 
has been suggested that their main pur- 
pose 1s strategic—to reinforce the magnifi- 
cent network of the German State Rail. 
ways; but, whether they are or not, they 
are marvellous roads, and a joy to the 
motorist. There are no cross roads or 
herring-bone entrants. These are carried 
either over or under the motor roads by 
means of bridges, and for those who wish 
to leave, or to enter, the motor roads loop- 
lines are previded which enable them to 
slip unobtrusively off the main track. 

There is at the moment no speed limit. 
Germany has pretty erful cars, and 
when you see a big Maibach or a Horch 
flashing along at between eighty and 
ninety miles an hour, you get a real im 

ression of speed—particularly if it 

appens to be coming towards you. The 
German Government, however, has adopted 
a measure which is providing a very 
eficient safeguard against furious driving. 
If a motorist is convicted of undue speed. 
the traffic department affixes a washer, or 
some equally effective et, to the 
throttle, seals it with an official seal, and 
then lets the driver loose once more, but 
now he may step on the gas as hard as 
he likes, but he will not do more than 
thirty miles an hour. This check on the 
raotorist's s is maintained for a stated

virtually no credit—and whatever cash she 
has is being devoted to rearmament, on 
which millions are being spent. Yet 
apparently her almost 
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ment can afíord to promote by far the 
most extensive and most efficiently run 
schemes of public reconstruction in 
Europe. It all seems very queer. 


Kraft Durch Freude 


As I said already, the men who have 
been reabsorbed into German industry 
from the ranks of the unemployed do not 
get much money; but, as a quid pro quo, 
they do see life. The Hitler Government 
realises that, in the last analysis, it can 
remain in power only if it can contrive 
to keep the workers quiet, and conse- 
quently it has been devoting a great deai 
of its attenticn to the development of the 
Socialist side of its National-Socialist 
policy. In pursuit of this aim it has pro. 
duced one of the most brilliaht and success- 
ful schemes of social reform in the history 
of civilisation. I refer to the so-called 
Kraft durch Freude movement. Kraft 
durch Freude means strength through en- 
joyment, and the movement is known 
everywhere as Kah-dey-eff (KDF). The 
basic idea is to promote proletarian 
efficiency and contentment by giving the 
working classes some of the privileges and 
opportunities that formerly were available 
only for the well-to-do; and it has been 
worked out in a really magnificent way. 
It is the one thing in the new Germany 
which deserves unqualified praise. 

The system was explained to me in some 
detail by the chauffeur of a big manu- 
facturer from Stutteart, who happened to 
be stay:ng in Berchtesgaden, and I was 
more than pleased to be able to hear the 
worker's individual point of view. The 
KDF movement operates in two ways. 
One is by the provision of cheap holidays 
for the workers ; the other by paying close 
attention to their cultural development. 
The holiday business is organised with 
really astonishing skill. Every worker, 
in order to take advantage of the KDF 
movement, must be a member of the 
German Workers’ Front, which, in effect, 
is a gigantic trades union, lacking only 
the right to strike! Every member must 
be given a certain holiday period during 
the good months of the year, and he is 
encouraged to spend it as far away as pos- 
sible from his home and his work. The 
facilities that are provided for him are 
extremely wide. German liners run cruises 
to the Canary Islands, to the Norwegian 
fjords, and around the several Baltic 
ports. The cruises to Madeira last for 
about a fortnight, costing fifty marks 4 
head, and the travellers are given excel- 
lent food with all the advantages of liner 
life. All these ships are crowded ; for the 
German always was a great traveller, and, 
as the workers are encouraged to take 
their wives and children with them, the 
benefits of trips abroad are spread over 


from Stuttgart. Similarly cheap rates, 
he said, were to be had in all 
the country, with the result that the 
bankrupt Govern~' Hamburger was 


For those for whom fifty marks represent 
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Bavaria, the Rhinelander was taking his 
family right across the country to Silesia, 
or up to one or other of the North Sea 
or Baltic resorts, and so on. In addition 
to these longer holiday undertakings, 
provision also is made for the “ weck- 
end.” Germany has not yet adopted 
the British system of the ‘long 
week-end '—which, according to one 
of my German friends, is likely to 
bring about the ultimate collapse of the 
British Empire '—but the worker can get 
off from Saturday midday until Monday 
morning. In ps to enable him to get 
away from his working surroundings, the 
KDF movement supplies enormous ‘buses, 
in which, for an absurdly small sum, he 
and his relatives can get away into the 
country or to the seaside at frequent 
intervals. I saw several of these "buses 
in Bavaria while Í was there, and, 
although the weather was anything but 
favourable, they all seemed to be packed 


with cheerful-looking workers. 


Things of the Mind 


The other part of the KDF movement 
is less spectacular, but, in some respects, 
even more valuable from the national 
point of view. Germany's educational 
system is admirably thorough. The 
average workman is far more literate in 
Germany than in any other European 
country outside Scandanavia, and one 
often finds that his tastes are inclined 
towards wssthetics. To develop this 
tendency, and to give the working classes 
an interest in things of the mind, tho 
KDF movement has organised things in 
such a way that workingmen can get 
extremely cheap tickets for the opera and 
the theatre. He is admitted free of charge 
to certain picture galleries, museums and 
the like, and, although in this country it 
may seem superfluous to admit navvies 
and dock labourers to such places, you 
would be surprised to see how many men 
of this type take advantage of their 
opportunities in Germany. Lectures on 
scientific subjects in popular form, con- 
certs, recitals, etc, also are provided by 
the KDF. Everything possible is done 
by Herr Hitler—whose sympathy with the 
working man is possibly his finest quality 
—to break down the cultural barriers 
between the proletariat and the middle 
classes. ‘‘ We are no longer men of the 
second class (Menschen der scweiten 
Klasse),”" said a worker to me. And in 
that fact lies the secret of much of Hitler's 
popularity.

Voltaire has been too long the possession 
of the more extreme rationalists. They 
have not hesitated to put him to what 
they considered his best. use, and they 
have been quite unscrupulous in omitting 
any other aspect of the man than that 
which seemed to serve {their purpose. 
Because Voltaire was witty, had a strong 


sense of injustice, lived’ in an 
ave when the <dbuses of i religion 
must have been terribly evident 


even to those who had léast wish to admit 
them, he has been claimed joyously by 
the sceptics and looked askance at by the 
devout. Partisans ate blind to whatever 
does not serve their purpose, and in this 
case both sides have contributed liberally 
to the Voltaire legend, though actuated 
by different motives. 

How distorted certain features of that 
legend are will soon -bécome evident to 
those who can give a little time to Mr. 
Noyes’s long, patient and .extremely read- 
able book. It is lively without bei - 
scrupulous, serious without being tedious, 
and it is a rebuke to all those. biographers 
who for a picturesque phrase are willing to 
falsify slightly their facts.

No biographer ever gives us a complete 
man. It is possible that Mr. Noyes be 
accused of under-em ising the 
frivolous, impish element in Voltaire, and 
that those who may. turn from this bio- 
graphy to some of the tales will receive a 
shock.
